Army Seeks 1,500 to Check 
j Aftereffects of LSD Tests 


WASHINGTON. July 18 (AP) 
— The Army said Friday that 
it would try to find nearly 1.500 
persons who were subjects of 
LSD experiments it conducted 
in the nineteen-fifties and nine- 
teen-sixties and have them un- 
dergo medical evaluation to: 
determine whether there have 
been any aftereffects. 

The tests, which involved! 
both soldiers and civilians, be- 
gan in 1956 and did not end 
until 1967 according to the 
Army’s statement. The state-: 
ment indicated for the first 
time the extent of the Army; 
testing, which became known; 
this week. 

As before, the Army said that! 
only volunteers had been used: 
in the experiments, which were! 
aimed at determining the effects! 
of the mind-altering drug • on! 
military performance.

However, the spokesman said, 
the Army does not have the 
names of the 900 persons who 
had been tested by the univer- 
sities and civilian hospitals 
working under Army contracts. 
The Army will rely on these 
institutions to come up with 
the names, he said. 

Plans Incomplete 

The Army indicated that it 
had not completed plans for the 
medicai checkovers, but it said 
that the load would be so great 
that the examination would 
have to be done at a number of 
locations. The Army said the 
National Academy of Sciences- 
Natior.a!
